“Writing on foreign policy, the Hochi Shimbun 
saya:—If itis important even in personal con- 
duct to have’s fixed principle of action, how much 
more go is it in the onse of nations? And it is 
particularly important to pursue a fixed and-an- 
yielding Lino: of forcign policy towards China 
dnd Korea, ' Both these conutrios ara noted for 
their national trait of despising all the outside 
world, and it is extremely unwise to show to 
ward them. the least sign: of weakness ‘on our 
parts, as:such 6 course will only help to swell 
their inborn pride. If onr forsign policy be 
flozible aud uatrustworthy, both Chios antl Korea, 
will constantly attempt to thwart our objects. 
Chins is solf-oontented, and ignorant of the 
intercourse of civilized nations, while .Korea, 
hoving been opoued only recently, ia still por- 
moatod with conservative olemouts; aud they 
are both anworthy of being admitted into in- 
ternational comity on au equal footing with Euro 
pean and American countries. On the other 
hand, Japan has entered the path of progross, 
and her people are intelligent and active, woll- 
fitting her to be tho leading nation in the East.

Cortainly 
not, for jast as it is not moro physical strength 
but jntollootual force which makes 9 man reapect- 
ad dy bis follow-beings, eo in the.caxe of nations, 
the powors of tho mind principally determine the 
status of aconutry, Let us parsue a well-con- 
sidorod line of policy, and act firmly and daringly 
in times of emergency, and thon wa shall be able 
to maintain tho position we are eatitled toin this 
partof the Kast. Tho peace of the Hast demands 
that we should attain to auch a position, and tho 
only way fo accomplish our object is to parsue 4 
firm and consistent line of foreign polivy, elevated 
above the reaoh of potty intrigues and obildish
